STATESMEN AT HOME. 


Some of the Country's Famous Characters 
in Domestic Life. 

Most of our statesmen, says Harper's 
Bazar, have pure domestic records, and 
most of them have been ardent lovers, and 
have made good husbands. Thomas Benton 
was devoted to his wife, and he says in his 
thirty years’ memoirs that be never attend- 
ed any place of festivity or amusement after 
her death. The wife of Senator Alien, of 
Ohio, better known as Fog-Horu Allen, 
died at Washington during the winter of 
1847. It was before the days of a railroad to 
the West, «nd the old Senator carried her 
corpse home to Ohio over the mountains, 
riding beside it on horseback during the 
day and watching it at night throughout the 
cold, dreary journey, until at last he laid it 
beside her father, Governor Arthur, in the 
beautiful cemetery at Chillicothe. Stephen 
A. Douglas, the little giant of Lilinois, was 
twice married, and it is said that he courted 
Mary Todd at the same time that her hand 
was sought by Abraham Lincoln. Miss 
Todd, on being asked which of the two she 
intended to marry, replied the one she 
thought had the best chance of being Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

When Lincoln was elected this remark 
became prophetic. Douglas afterward mar- 
ried Miss Martha Martin, the daughter of 
Colonel Robert Martin, a rich planter and 
slavé-owner from one of the Caroliras. She 
brought a fortune, including a number of 
slaves, into the family, and died in 1850, 
about seven years after ber marriage. A 
few years later Senator Douglas married 
again, and this time he chose a beautiful 
girl who was employed in the departments 
at Washington. Her name was Adele Cutts, 
and she survived him, marrying again after 
his decease. George Bancroft was married 
twice. His second wife, who died several 
years ago, was very popular in Wasbing- 
ton and was a noted society figure. Henry 
A. Wise, the noted Virginia statesman of 
Tyler's day, was married three times. His 
first love was the daughter of one of his 

fessors at college, a Miss Jennings, 
whom he married in Tennessee, and with 
whom he went on a wedding tour to pay a 
visit to Andrew Jackson at the Herm tage. 
His second wife was the daughter of John 
Sergeant, the Whig candidate for the Presi- 
dency in 1882. Wise proposed to Miss Ser- 
geant. it is said, on the dome of the capitol 
at Washington, and one of the results of the 
marriage was John Sergeant Wise, the Vir- 
ginia statesman of the present day. John 
S Wise was born at Rio Janeiro, where his 
father was officiating as Minister at the 
time. At the moment of his birth his father 
determined to have him born under the 
American and ran up a dozen on dif- 
ferent parts of the consular mansion.

Lonely at the White House. 


Walter Wellman writes to the 
Chicago Tribune of the loneliness 
and gloem now prevailing in the 
White House. He visited the Ex- 
ecutive Mansieu in order to ascer- 
tain whether the stories of social 
neglect and political abandonment 
were true. He talked with some 
of the people employed there, and 
arrived at the conclusion that Mr. 
Cleveland is a soured man, bitterly 
protesting against destiny, and mo- 
rose and revengeful in his atti- 
tude toward the world in general. 

During the five weeks siuce 
‘Congress met, according to this 
reporter,a mere handful of Sena- 
tors and not over two dozen Dem- 
ocratic Representatives have called 
at the White House. The Presi- 
dent’s public receptions are at- 
tended by scanty dozens, where 
there were hundreds and thousands 
before election. 

Few strangers are seen wander- 
ing through the East Room and 
the other apartments open to visi- 
tors. Up stairs the gloom is atill 
more dense. In the anti-room 
formally thronged by citizens 
waiting io see Col. Lamout, and 
hoping to pass him and reach 
the President, the red sofas and 
chairs are empty, day after day. 
Even Col. Lamont feels so lone- 
some that when he has a visitor 
he is almost garrulous. 

The effect of this marked change 
in the condition of things in the 
White House has been to arouse 
in the minds of the President’s 
household a deep sense of rebellion 
against the fickleness of the Ameri- 
can people. One of the members 
of the President’s official staff told 
Mr. Wellman that the White House 
was like a tomb. “There are 
hardly enough callers,” he said “to 
keep us awake, and down stairs on 
public days there are so few peo- 
ple that it hardly seems worth 
while for the President to dress 


and go down. It seems to me,” 
said the White House employee, 


“that the President’s party friends 
might be more thoughtful of him. 
It is much duller here now than it 
was after President Arthur's de- 
feat for the re-nomination.” 

The effect of the alleged neglect 
upon the President’s mind, if we 
accept the testimony of the same 
observer, has been a severe shock 
to the self-complacency ordinarily 
not over-sensitive to external in- 
fluences. He feels “the concious- 
ness that in his hour of defeat he 
has been cruelly neglected by the 
men who afew months ago were 
eager to win his favor.”

Reported killed.— Engineer Hunt- 
ington, fireman Walters, brakeman 
Bashford, express messenger Landy, 
Mary Lyon, a six-year-old girl, and 
three Chinamen. The names of the 
six injured were not learned. 

A few minutes after the accident the 
flames began to shoot out of the bag- 
gage car and the smoker. The pas- 
sengers and train people immediately 
began the work of rescuing the injured 
and the dead. The coach in the rear 
of the smoker was badly damaged, and 
the end of the baggage car was crushed 
far into the smoker. As soon as the 


the second coach, which was also on 
fire, the two sleepers were detached 
and pushed back by hand out of reach 
of the flames. None of the passengers 
in the sleepers were injured. All per- 
sons who escaped death were placed 
in the sleepers of the next east-bound 
train and proceeded to Leavittsburg.

Several old lawyers were sitting together 
the other day in a Brooklyn court-room 
relating reminiscences of their practice.

“Some time ago, when I was down in 
Georgia, said an elderly lawyer, “a case 
came to my knowledge which presents 
many curious features. Mr. Cameron, a 
gentieman of means, resided with his 
daughter Helen in the neighborhood of 
Columbus, in that State. His wife had 
been dead some years, and his only domes- 
tics were an elderly negress named Han- 
nah and her son, a lad of eighteen, known 
as Jim. Two young men named Byson and 
Miller used to pay attentions to Helen, and 
it was not known that she had ever favored 
one more than the other. Mr. Cameron one 
morning rode over to a friend’s house, tak- 
ing Jim with him. He was to remain over 
night and return the next morning early. 
On reaching home accordingly, between

Miss Cameron had no doubt asked him to 
return it, with the intention of destroying 
it, so that it might not compromise her.’ 

“Byson was hanged. He was a clever 
fellow, a good naturalist, and possessed of 
much scientific knowledge.
